The  exercise  of  criticizing  other  students*  papers  is  intended  to 
provide  everyone  in  the  class  with  more  feedback  than  is  possible 
when  only  the  teacher  reads  the  papers o  In  addition 3  the  exercise 
should  have  the  indirect  effect  of  making  each  student*.  as  he 
assumes  the  role  of  critic*  more  aware  of  his  own  strengths  and 
weaknesses  as  a  writer*  The  net  result  (hopefully)  will  be  a  class  of 
writers  who  are  more  consciously  in  control  of  what  they  are  doing* 

Some  or  all  of  the  following  points  may  be  helpful  in  writing  your 
criticism,  of  other  students*  papers* 


Impact  on  you ,  the  reader:  Does  the  paper  elicit  an  emotional 

response  In  you?  Is  it  amusing,, 

shocking*  Interesting,,  intriguing*  boring*  etc,?  Does  the  subject 
seem  Important  to  the  writer?  Is  it  important  to  you?  Do  you 
agree  with  the  writer  or  disagree?  B'ow  strongly  do  you  react? 

Do  you  receive  a  strong  impression  of  the  writer’s  feelings*  or 
does  the  v?riter  seem  very  detached?  Does  the  paper  make  you  think 
about  important  issues,  ideas,  or  questions?

"In  the  fourth  paragraph  of  page  1  ,  , 


Finally:  The  writing  of  others  is  a  possible  breeding  ground  for 
ideas  that  you  can  use  in  your  own  writing.  The  papers 
of  others  will  stir  up  impressions,  memories 0  ideas  in  your  own 
mind  of  experiences  you  have  had.  Try  writing  about  those  exper¬ 
iences*  if  they  seem  important  to  you.  Also,,  notice  in  the 
papers  of  others  new  ways  of  expressing  things*  and  try  out  the 
methods  you  discover  in  this  way.  You  may  find  that  you  can  improve 
on  someone  else* 3  methods/techniques/style.  Experiment*  And  one 
last  thought:  if  you  disagree  with  someone i 3  paper,  write  about 
an  experience  that  demonstrates  ycur  own  conviction.
